Panel members say they ‘disagree that he has done nothing’ 


0 S LO I Members of the Norwegian commit- 
tee that gave President Obama the Nobel 
Peace Prize are strongly defending their 
choice against a storm of criticism that 
the award was premature and a potential 
liability for the U.S. president. 

When asked to comment on the uproar 
after Friday’s announcement, four members 
of the five-seat panel told The Associated 
Press that they had expected the decision to 


generate both surprise and criticism. 

Three of them rejected the notion that 
Obama hadn’t accomplished anything to 
deserve the award, while the fourth declined 
to answer that question. A fifth member 
didn’t answer calls seeking comment. 

“We simply disagree that he has done 
nothing,” committee chairman Thorbjoern 
Jagland told the AP on Tuesday. Jagland sin- 
gled out Obama’s efforts to heal the divide 


between the West and the Muslim world 
and scale down a Bush-era proposal for an 
anti-missile shield in Europe. 

The award drew heated derision from 
Obama’s political opponents in the Repub- 
lican Party, and was even questioned by 
some members of Obama’s own Demo- 
cratic party. Michael S. Steele, chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, said 
naming Obama showed “how meaningless 
a once honorable and respected award has 
become.” (ap)

GOP senator backs 
early version of health 
care bill in 14-9 vote 

WASHINGTON I Historic legisla- 
tion to expand U.S. health care 
and control costs won its first 
Republican supporter Tuesday 
and cleared a key Senate hurdle, 
a double-barreled triumph that 
propelled President Obama’s sig- 
nature issue toward votes this fall 
in both houses of Congress. 


“When history calls, history 
calls,” said Maine Republican Sen. 
Olympia Snowe, whose declara- 
tion of support ended weeks of 
suspense and provided the only 
drama of a 14-9 vote in the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee. With her 
decision, the 62-year-old lawmaker 
bucked her own leadership on the 
most high-profile issue of the year 
in Congress and gave the drive to 
remake health care at least a hint 
ofbipartisanship. 

At the White House, Obama 



Snowe Baucus 


called the events “a critical mile- 
stone” toward remaking the 
nation’s health care system. He 
praised Snowe and Sen. Max Bau- 
cus, D-Mont., chairman of the 


committee, and declared, “We are 
going to get this done.” 

Nearly nine months after the 
president pledged in his inaugural 
address to tackle health care, leg- 
islation has now advanced further 
than President Bill Clinton’s ill-fat- 
ed effort — or any other attempt 
in more than a generation. 

The next move in the Senate is 
up to Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
whose office said the full Senate 
would begin debate on the issue 
the week of Oct. 26. (ap)

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Justices Take Up 
Enron Conviction 

Supreme Court will 
review the appeal of 
former CEO Skilling 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Supreme Court 
said Tuesday it will take up former 
Enron CEO Jeff Skilling’s appeal 
of his convictions for his role in 
the collapse of the energy giant, 
accepting another high-profile 
challenge to a favorite tool of pros- 
ecutors in white-collar and public 
corruption cases. 

Skilling’s appeal stems from his 
convictions in 2006 on 19 counts of 
conspiracy, securities fraud, insid- 
er trading and lying to auditors in 
the 2001 collapse of Enron. 

The justices already are enter- 
taining similar claims from for- 
mer newspaper magnate Conrad 
Black and a former Alaska law- 
maker ensnared in a public cor- 
ruption scandal. 

At issue in all three cases is pros- 
ecutors’ use of the federal “honest 
services” fraud statute, a law crit- 
ics call vague and unfair. The law

makes it a crime to deprive share- 
holders or the public of “the intan- 
gible right to honest services.” 

Skilling, serving a 24 -year pris- 
on term, says he was improperly 
convicted under the law. He says 
prosecutors did not show that 
he personally benefited from his 
allegedly fraudulent actions. 

He also is claiming that he did 
not receive a fair trial in Houston 
after Enron’s collapse, describing 
“blistering daily attacks” in the

Explosive could take 
out weapons arsenals 
in Iran, North Korea 

WASHINGTON I The Pentagon is 
speeding up delivery of a colossal 
bomb designed to destroy hidden 
weapons bunkers buried under- 
ground and shielded by 10,000 
pounds of reinforced concrete. 

Call it Plan B for dealing with 
Iran, which recently revealed a 
long-suspected nuclear site deep 
inside a mountain near the holy 
city of Qom. 


The 15-ton behemoth — called 
the “massive ordnance penetrator” 
— will be the largest non-nuclear 


bomb in the U.S. arsenal. 

The Pentagon has awarded 
a nearly $52 million contract to 


speed up placement of the bomb 
aboard the B-2 Stealth bomber, 
and officials say the bomb could be 
fielded as soon as next summer. 

Pentagon officials acknowledge 
the bomb is intended to blow up 
fortified sites like those used by 
Iran and North Korea for their 
nuclear programs, but they deny 
there is a specific target in mind. 

“I don’t think anybody can 
divine potential targets,” Pentagon 
press secretary Geoff Morrell said. 
“This is just a capability that we 
think is necessary given the world

Is Touchy Subject 


Some sailors’ spouses 
are against allowing 
women on the vessels 

ST. MARYS, GA. I Submariners sleep 
nine to a bunk room. There are 
four showers and seven toilets for 
the roughly 140 enlisted men. The 
passageways on board are so nar- 
row that crew members can barely 
squeeze by each other. 

And that’s on the roomiest 
submarines. 

The Navy is considering allow- 
ing women to serve aboard sub- 
marines for the first time, 16 years 
after bringing female sailors onto 
surface combat ships. 

Some sailors and wives warn 
that putting men and women 
together in close quarters under- 
water for weeks is just asking 
for sexual harassment cases and 
wrecked marriages. But supporters 
of the idea say it is a matter of fair- 
ness and equal opportunity. 


On blogs and online network- 
ing sites, wives of submariners 
have warned that the close con- 
tact could lead to sexual temp- 
tation. 

“It’s asking for sexual harass- 
ment cases left and right,” said 
Jennifer Simmons, whose husband 
serves on a submarine at Kings 
Bay. “If you’re trying to go through 
a passageway together, guess what 
— you’re going to touch.” 

Retired Navy Capt. Mike McK- 
innon, commanding officer of the 
Kings Bay sub base near St. Marys, 
said he suspects unhappy spouses 
would be the biggest obstacle to a 
change in policy. 

“I think there’s this concern 
that if you have women out there, 
they’re going to develop feelings 
for each other and have bad things 
happen,” McKinnon said. 

But he added: “You work with 
women in the workplace. You 
should be able to work with them 
on submarines.” (ap)

Russia Balks at Sanctions on Iran

Foreign minister says 
U.S. should negotiate 
over nuclear program 

MOSCOW I Russia publicly pushed 
back Tuesday against U.S. efforts 
to threaten tough new sanctions if 
Iran fails to prove its nuclear pro- 
gram is peaceful, dealing an appar- 
ent setback to President Obama’s 
hopes for Moscow’s backing for 
fresh penalties against Tehran. 

Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Sergey Lavrov said Moscow 
believed such threats were “coun- 
terproductive” and that only nego- 
tiations should be pursued now. 
Just last month, Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev had said that 
sanctions are rarely productive but 
“in some cases they are inevitable,” 


a statement the U.S. hailed as a 
shift of opinion in Moscow. 

Lavrov, at a joint news confer- 
ence Tuesday with Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton, said diploma- 


cy “still has chances to succeed.” 

“At the current stage, all forces 
should be thrown at supporting the 
negotiating process,” Lavrov said. 
“Threats, sanctions and threats of 


pressure in the current situation, 
we are convinced, would be coun- 
terproductive.” 

Clinton, on her first visit to 
Moscow as secretary of state, had 
been hoping for an overt signal 
from Russia that it will consider 
new sanctions if Iran refuses to 
reveal its nuclear intentions. 

Instead, Lavrov’s comment 
exposed a tactical rift between the 
U.S. and Russia in which Washing- 
ton is pushing diplomatic engage- 
ment backed by the threat of U.N. 
sanctions, while Moscow wants to 
discuss only negotiations. 

The U.S. believes it is critical 
to get support from Moscow for 
at least considering new sanctions 
because the more united they are, 
the more likely pressure on Iran 
is to work, matthew lee (ap)

Stalin’s Grandson

Irish Parliament Speaker Resigns 


Lawmaker is ousted 
after lavish expenses, 
travel costs exposed 

DUBLIN I The speaker of Ireland’s 
parliament resigned Tuesday after 
his years of lavish expenses and 
foreign travel were exposed. 

John O’Donoghue delivered a 
defiant, bitter parting speech that 
accused his fellow lawmakers of 
hypocrisy. He became the first 
speaker in the 87-year history of 
the parliament to be ousted. 

“I will accept the verdict of 
informed judgment but not the 
verdict of the disingenuous,” said 
O’Donoghue, a widely liked law-

maker who became parliament’s 
moderator in 2007 after five years 
as Ireland’s minister of the arts, 
sports and tourism.

O’Donoghue’s ouster was 
inspired both by Ireland’s sudden 
nosedive into recession and debt 
— fueling public anger at lawmak- 
ers still living large at taxpayers’ 
expense — and by the lawmaker- 
expenses furor in neighboring 
Britain. Irish broadcasters RTE, 
unusually, showed O’Donoghue’s 
parting shots live. 

“I never transgressed any pro- 
cedure, guideline or regulation. I 
never committed any offense. I am 
not guilty of any corruption,” said 
O’Donoghue, a 53-year-old former 
lawyer who has been a lawmaker 
since 1987. “I never took money 
or abused my office for my own

Unification Church’s 
Moon will marry or 
renew vows of 40,000 

ASAN, SOUTH KOREA I Nearly a 
half-century after the Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon performed his first 
mass wedding, the 89 -year-old 
leader of the Unification Church 
is getting ready to marry off tens 
of thousands of people in spec- 
tacles from the United States to 
South Korea. 


The church says Moon will wed 
or reaffirm the marriages of more 
than 40,000 people. More than 
20,000 will participate Wednesday 
at Sun Moon University in Asan, 
south of Seoul, in a ceremony that 
will be broadcast live at similar 
events worldwide. 

One of the largest “blessing cer- 
emonies” was set to take place at the 
Unification Church- owned New 
Yorker Hotel in Manhattan on Tues- 
day night, church officials said. 

The mass weddings — the

church’s largest in a decade — 
come as Moon is moving to hand 
day-to-day leadership over to three 
of his 11 children. 

The three sons insist their 
father remains in charge and in 
good health. Church officials say 
the massive global ceremony is 
meant to mark two key anniver- 
saries in the leader’s life: his 90th 
birthday and his 50th wedding 
anniversary. 

Moon, a self-proclaimed Mes- 
siah who says he was 15 when Jesus 
Christ called upon him to carry out 
his unfinished work, has courted 
controversy and criticism since 


founding the Unification Church 
in Seoul in 1954. 

He held his first mass wedding 
in the early 1960s, arranging the 
marriages of 24 couples himself 
and renewing the vows of 12 mar- 
ried couples. 

Over the next two decades, 
the weddings grew in scale and 
began to involve followers from 
Japan, Europe, Africa, the U.S. 
and elsewhere. 

“My wish is to completely tear 
down barriers and to create a 
world in which everyone becomes 
one,” Moon said in his recent auto- 
biography. HYUNG-JIN KIM (AP)

WIZARDS I Potential. The term 
that grays the hair of coaches and 
causes salivation among scouts 
is epitomized in Wizards center 
JaVale McGee. 

McGee, 21, stands 7 feet tall 
and displays the type of athleticism 
generally reserved for swingmen 
half a foot shorter. He possesses 
all the tools you could want in a 
budding NBA center, showcasing 
an arsenal of rim-rocking dunks, 
highlight-reel blocks and a feath- 
ery outside touch. 

With the upside, however, 
comes inconsistency. During 
his rookie season, McGee aver- 
aged a pedestrian 6.5 points, four 
rebounds and one block in 15 min- 
utes per night during a campaign 
in which Brendan Haywood was 
injured, creating an opportuni- 
ty for playing time at the center 
position. 

So, despite his enormous tal- 
ents, what is shackling McGee? 
Teammate Andray Blatche — 
known as a bit of underachiever 
himself — said it is his flair for the 
dramatic, rather than making the 
simple play. “He wants to get the 
lob, so he can do a little Air Force 
One, a little twist.” 


The Wizards knew McGee 
would be a project when they 
selected him with the 18th pick 
of the 2008 NBA draft after two 
seasons at Nevada. The tanta- 
lizing upside of the 7-footer was 
simply too enticing to pass up for 
a franchise that has been devoid 
of a dominant center since Wes 
Unseld. 

However, McGee’s inconsis- 
tency has him currently listed 
third on the depth chart behind 


Haywood and newcomer Fabricio 
Oberto. Coach Flip Saunders was 
careful to emphasize that McGee’s 
current status was not necessarily 
an indication of his standing once 
the season begins. 

Though McGee has a lot to 
learn, he remains optimistic about 
his future, as does the organiza- 
tion. When asked about his out- 
look for the season, he said: “Just

U.S.’ Davies Hurt in Wreck 


Soccer star s injuries 
from fatal car crash 
not life-threatening 

WASHINGTON I U.S. national 
team forward Charlie Davies was 
injured in a one- car accident in 
which another person was killed 
early Tuesday in the Washington, 
D.C., area. 

Davies was expected to undergo 
more than five hours of surgery. 
U.S. Soccer Federation spokesman 
Neil Buethe said Davies’ injuries 
were not life-threatening but “pos- 
sibly” career-threatening, but he 
added: “We don’t know specifically 
what the surgery is for.” 

“Obviously, as a team we were 
saddened to learn this news,” U.S. 
coach Bob Bradley said. “Our 
thoughts and prayers are with Char- 
lie and his family, as well as the other 
person in the car and the families of 
the others involved. ... We are rely- 
ing on each other in a moment that 
has for sure hit us all hard.” 

U.S. Park Police Sgt. David 
Schlosser said the accident took 
place at about 3:15 a.m. Tuesday in 
the southbound lanes of the George 


Washington Memorial Parkway in 
Virginia. Schlosser identified the 
fatality as Ashley J. Roberta, 22, 
of Phoenix, Md. 

Schlosser said there were three 
people in the car and that Roberta 
was not the driver. Davies and the 
other person in the car were taken 
to Washington Hospital Center 
Medstar, one by land and one by 
helicopter. Schlosser did not say 
who was driving the car, and the 
cause of the accident remained

Those Positive Vibrations 


In the tradition of his 
father, Julian Marley 
works to awaken the 
world with his music 

CONCERT I If you had guessed 
that Julian Marley was trying to 
say something with the title of 
his latest record, “Awake” (Ghetto 
Youths), you wouldn’t be wrong. 

“It’s the awakening,” said Marley, 
34. “All of the songs on the album 
have some kind of awakening vibes. 
'On the Floor’ is a party kind of song 
where you’ve got to be awake. It’s 
kind of a motivating album, posi- 
tive vibrations.” 

Note the use of the phrase “posi- 
tive vibrations,” which might as 
well be synonymous with Marley ’s 
late father, Bob Marley. That’s no

accident; Julian Marley is acutely 
aware of the legacy his father left on 
the world — not just reggae music 
— and maintaining that standard 
is a charge he and his many musi- 
cally inclined siblings carry on 
every day. 

“I feel responsible in a sense 
because we have something good 
to say,” he said. “If I never had that 
much to say, I would say, 'Hey, 
it didn’t matter.’ It’s a very great 
responsibility.”

For better or worse, Marley, and 
his brothers — Stephen, Ziggy and 
Damian “Jr. Gong” being the most 
famous — are stuck with the name 
and the weight it carries. And it’s 
better to embrace it, he says, than 
to fight it. 

“You can’t get away from the 
name,” Marley said. “We are the 
sons. We can’t get away from it. 
A name is just a name, what you 
have inside of that is special — that 
will surpass.” 

Although the uncanny vocal 
similarities between father and 
son on “Awake” make Julian 
Marley’s pedigree obvious, the 
album also shows how different 
a path the younger Marley is try- 
ing to trod. The disc shows Julian 
Marley meshing his traditional 
reggae with hip-hop, dub R&B, 
soul, dancehall and pop music. 
The familiar upstrokes and steel 
drums are as present as ever, but 
they’re augmented by a far more 
expansive production. 

“It’s good to be diversified,” he 
said. “Also, I love all different types 
of music. I listen to Curtis May- 
field, old-school music.” 

“For me, all I can do is rely on 
the music,” he continued. “I add 
some elements into this music. 
I feel like reggae is roots, you 
can keep up, you can still pick 
up an old-time sound and enjoy 
yourself in the hip-hop world.”

remaining luminaries including 
Donny Osmond, Kelly Osbourne 
and Melissa Joan Hart. 

The ratings pose a worry for 
ABC, which has been helped 
through some difficult times by 
“Dancing.” Last year, when execu- 
tives brought back several second- 
season scripted series that tanked, 
the ballroom dance-off helped 
keep ABC competitive overall — in 
fact, the network was ranked No. 1 
among young adults at this point in 
the season. Now, ABC is locked in a 
virtual three-way tie for first with 
CBS and Fox, and further declines 
for the show could spell real trouble.

Holiday cheer comes 
menacingly wrapped 
on Bob Dylan’s new 
Christmas album 

MUSIC I This Christmas, parents 
will introduce their children to a leg- 
endary sage from northern climes 
renowned for his unsettling facial 
hair and unmistakable voice. 

This man is, of course, Bob 
Dylan. His first-ever holiday 
album, “Christmas in the Heart,” 
arrives today, with the 68-year-old 
ripping through a gaggle of jaunty 
Christmas carols as if they were 
so much gift wrap. From “Win- 
ter Wonderland” to “Silver Bells” 
to “First Noel,” it’s a bizarre and 
bewildering collection that, in 
many ways, embodies the rough- 
hewn traditionalism and forehead- 
slapping surrealism that’s defined 
Dylan’s career. The man’s serrated 
croon isn’t just jarring — it actually 


gives these chirpy old chestnuts a 
sense of menace. 

And it is awesome. 

The arrangements on “Christ- 
mas in the Heart” are both overtly 
cheerful and staunchly by-the- 
numbers, making Dylan’s belea- 
guered croak sound both madden- 
ing and sentimental, kind of like 
the Christmas season itself. 

He throws down the gauntlet 
immediately with the twinkling 
pep of “Here Comes Santa Claus,” 
one of the most annoying carols 
ever written. “Here comes Santa 
Claus/Here comes Santa Claus/ 
Right down Santa Claus lane,” 
rasps Dylan, who’s playing at the 
Patriot Center Nov. 11, making 
yuletide glee feel more like luna- 
cy. “Must Be Santa” ramps up the 
insanity to even dizzier levels, with 
accordions moaning and cymbals 
crashing away. 

Where the faster carols feel 
crazed, the slower carols feel creepy. 


Dylan’s guttural braying on “Hark, 
the Herald Angels Sing” boggles the 
ears while the sparse “I’ll Be Home 
for Christmas” sounds like a reason 
to bolt your doors. 

Yet over the course of 15 songs, 
Dylan’s huffing and puffing 
becomes familiar, almost medita- 
tive — like a snowblower howling 
away on a December afternoon. 

As odd as this album is, “Christ- 
mas in the Heart” launches Dylan 
into the rarefied pantheon of pop 
icons who’ve contributed truly 
memorable songs to our commu- 
nal Christmas jukebox — earning 
a spot next to the holiday heat of 
James Brown’s “Funky Christ- 
mas” album and the dopey, elec- 
tronic weirdness of Paul McCa- 
rtney’s “Wonderful Christmas.”

In another, the troopers 
need to transport an accident 
victim to the nearest hospital, 
which is three hours away — by 
helicopter. 

“Alaska” has plenty of gor- 
geous location shots and local 
color. Apparently, moose mur- 
der is a very big deal. But too 
often, “Alaska” looks terribly 
similar to a certain Saturday- 
night series Fox has been airing 
since 1989-

act stupidly. Scene after scene of 
pixilated and inebriated people 
stumbling out of view or refus- 
ing breathalyzers gets monoto- 
nous whether it’s in Florida or 
Fairbanks.

Arizonas Desert Wine 


New Southwestern 
vineyards surprise 
oenophiles and locals 

DESTINATIONS! Grapes aren’t sup- 
posed to grow in the desert. But 
here in this southern Arizona town, 
surrounded by endless rolling green 
and amber hills, the Callaghan fam- 
ily is de-stemming gigantic bins of 
grapes that will eventually produce 
a nice Petit Verdot. 

As Kent Callaghan, the patri- 
arch and proprietor, tinkers with 
his forklift in the 80 -something- 
degree fall weather, one of his 
workers, Megan Haller, sifts 
through bunches of grapes. 

“You can actually have some 
excellent wines out of Arizona. 
It can be done,” said Haller, who 
works at Callaghan Vineyards while

taking winemaking classes. 

The 25 -acre vineyard was one 
of three in Sonoita-Elgin, a rural 
area an hour’s drive from Tucson, 
when Callaghan’s parents started 
it in 1990. In the last decade, six 
other vineyards have moved in. 


Similar growth 
has also occurred 
in northern Arizo- 
na as more aspir- 
ing winemakers 
saw that the land 
was ripe for the 
taking. The new 
vineyards have cre- 
ated an oenophile’s 
treasure map that 
has gone unnoticed 
by many — even Arizonans. 

Talking with tourists who 
are surprised at the availability 
and quality of Arizona wine is 
almost a daily routine for vine- 
yard owners. 

“It happens all the time, espe- 
cially among people that know 
wine well. People really into wine 
are totally off the beaten path 
here,” Callaghan said, terry tang (ap)

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Cater to your canine 
with healthy, easy 
homemade treats 

The slightest rustle of the Milk- 
Bone box gets mutts and pure- 
breds alike drooling. But for pet 
parents who pledge allegiance 
to Whole Foods and the locavore 
lifestyle, the number of unpro- 
nounceable — and, ew, unthink- 
able — ingredients in mass-pro- 
duced canine treats can cause a 
paw-size pause. So, if cooking at 
home is good enough for human 
foodies, could it work for your 
pet, too? Many animal lovers and 
canine chefs think so. 

“If you like to bake, it’s a new 
audience,” says Eve Adamson, 
author of “Chow Hound: Whole- 
some Home Cooking for Your Dog- 
gie” (Sterling, $12.95), a new book 
of easy dog-friendly recipes, includ- 
ing Beef Stew Biscuits and Quiche 
Lassie. “You can save money on dog 
treats, which are over-processed 
and filled with junk.” 


Caginess over store-bought chow 
can be traced to recent pet food 
recalls, such as the 2007 melamine 
tainting in a few major brands. 
“Many people lost trust in com- 
mercially produced pet food and 
wanted to start cooking some of 
their pet food at home, so they have 
more control over the ingredients,” 
Adamson says. “A more natural, 
home-cooked diet is actually sen- 
sible. Healthier dogs live longer and 
have fewer health problems.” 

In other words, the homemade 
kibble trend isn’t just for pampered 
pooches in Versace vests. ‘When you 
go back many years, people used to 
give dogs human food rather than 
processed food with a lot of addi- 
tives,” says Kelly Raiser, co-founder 
of Max and Ruffy’s (Maxandruffys. 
com), an Arlington organic and 
vegan dog treat company. “People 
are going back to basics, giving dogs 
ingredients we would eat.” 

At Alexandria’s Barkley Square 
Bakery (2006 Mt. Vernon Ave.; 703- 
548-3644), glass jars filled with 
organic and vegan pooch treats 


evoke an old-timey candy store, 
albeit doggie-style. Treats are vet- 
approved, meaning they’re low in 
salt and garlic, and don’t contain 
sugar, raisins, chocolate, macadamia 
nuts or other ingredients that can be 
harmful to the four-legged. 

Though Barkley Square makes 
custom doggie birthday cakes 
($27- $33), owner/baker Kristina 
Robertson says the spot’s best- 
seller remains a bacon and low-fat 
cheddar cheese bone. “Dogs don’t 
care what it looks like,” Robertson 
says. “It’s all about the smell.” 

A pup’s palate isn’t particular- 
ly discerning — a trait you might 
notice when he rifles through the 


trash. “Dogs don’t taste flavor as 
much as we do, so their food can 
be blander,” Adamson adds. 

That evens the playing field for 
novice bakers, says Krista Heinz, 
owner of and baker at Doggie Style 
Bakeiy (1825 18th St. NW; 202-667- 
0585) in Dupont Circle. “Making 
treats for your dog isn’t as much 
about finding the exact taste and 
consistency as it is for humans.” 

Heinz says any cookie or dough 
recipe can become pooch-friendly 
with a few simple alterations: Swap 
sugar for honey (or leave it out com- 
pletely), reduce salt to a pinch and 
use whole-wheat or brown rice flour 
instead of processed or bleached

Pooch Petit Fours 

INGREDIENTS 

1 CUP unsweetened applesauce 
■4 1/2 CUP olive oil 

■4 1/2 CUP honey 
-Megg 

-4 1/2 CUP ground flaxseeds 
-4 I TSP baking soda 
-4 1 1/2 CUPS wheat pastry flour 
■4 4 OZ. cream cheese, softened 
■4 2 TBSP butter, softened 

2 TBSP canola oil 
-►2 TBSP molasses 

MAKES 20 LARGE OR 
40 SMALL TREATS 

PREHEATOVEN to 350 degrees. Spray 
a 13x9-inch baking pan with cook- 
ing spray. 

In a large bowl, combine apple- 
sauce, olive oil, honey, egg, flaxseeds 
and baking soda. Mix well. Stir in flour 
and mix until combined. Pour batter 
into the baking pan. Bake for 30 min- 
utes or until caketurns golden and a 
toothpick inserted in the center comes 
out clean. Cool on a wire rack, then cut 
into 20to40 squares. Putsquareson 
a baking rack with wax paper under- 
neath to catch the icing. 

In a medium-sized bowl, combine 
the cream cheese, butter, canola oil, 
molasses and % cup water. Beat 
until smooth. Icing should be thick 
but pourable. 

Dip each square into the icing and 
set it back on the rack to dry. Drizzle 
any remaining icing evenly over the 
squares. Letthe icing set, then refriger- 
ate in an airtight containerfor upto two 
days, or freeze up to two months.

Also, be sure your recipe 
is free of dog-toxic foods (try Hsus, 
org for a lengthy list). 

And just like polishing off that 
pan of cookies would go straight to 
your hips, man’s best friend has a 
figure to worry about, too. “When 
you make dog treats, it’s easy to get 
excited and go overboard,” Rob- 
ertson says. “Remember that it’s 
a treat, and not to take the place
